Ou have here the Travels of a young Gentle- 
_~ man, who went along with the Embatiy, fent 
by the Duke of Ho/ftein, into Mufcowy and Per- 
fa. That it was his refolution to fee the other 
parts of Afia, appear d by the exprefs permiffion he obrain’d 
from his own Prince, before. his departure to do it. For the 
partgcular defcription we have of Perfiz, we are indebted to | 
Adan Olearius che Author of the Ambaffadors Travels in- 
to Mufcowy and Perfiz, which I dare affirm to be fuch as is 
infinitely beyond ought came abroad of that part of the, 
world before. Vhat our prefent Author Mandelflo gives 
ot ity is only what lay in his way between Ifpahan, and tke 
City of Orizvux. But of his departure fromthe former, the 
motives upen which he went, and the affiftances he receiv'd 
from fome ofthis Nation,be pleafed to receive this account. 
His acquaintances with fome Ezglifb Merckants at Ifpa- 





han, the Metropolis of Perfiz,heightned in him the defign of 
thefe Travels into the FaSt-Indies 5 their reteommenda- 
cons conducted hin fir{t to Ormuz, and afterwards thence 
to Curat. "Fhe kindneffes he receiv’d fromthe Exgéz/b Pre- 
fident, and other Merchants he met withthere, were fuch, 
as not only ingaeg’d his tay fome time, but alfo found him 
the conveniences of drivers Caravans,with whom he, rruvell’d 
into feveral parts »f the Moguls Country, and p. fticularly 
to the Court ofthat powerful Prinze, where h_ had ftaid 
Jonger,had noz an accident, which herned at Ifpaban, during 
fhe time of the Embaſſy, occaffomd mh lis fuddcén removal 
Aaaa 2 tarcncce, 
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thence. Bat whac turther obfcrva:ions he might have made 
of thole parts, are fupply’d not only by the faid Olearius, 
bar alio by the perion who rendred his work into the 
Freich, Our of which, as bing the moft compleat, this 
Tranflation into the Ezgli/b is done. Having continu'd:a- 
mong the Engliſb Merchants at Surat, ull the Ships bound: 
for England were ready tor their departure, he comes thence, 
along with Mafter Methwold, who had newly refigned his 
charge of Prefidenr to Mr. Fremling, ac the Ceremonies 
whercof he was prefenc- Being come to London, xe found 
the fame perfon, and others of the Eaft-Indy Company as li- 
beral oftheir kindnefs$ and hofpicality, as they had been in 
thofe parts where he grew firft acquainted with them; and 
fuch they continued,cill his defires to wait on his own Prince, 
and puta Period to his Travels, occafioned his return into 
his own Country. 

- The civilicies and endearments he receiv'd from them, 

Iwere indeed fuch, as not only, then, oblig’d the Pericn, to 
whom they were fhewn, but have, fince, engag’d all thofe 
who have made any advantage of the Travels occafion’d 
thereby. Ic was therefore a noble and neceffary gratitude in 
the Author, to make the frequent acknowledgements he 
does thereof in feveral places of his work. It was a commen- 
dable compliance with his humour, in thofe whe put it m- 
to other Languages, to propofe both, as Examples to their 
Countries. But for my part, E conceive there lres the great- 
er Obligatioh upon me to make this addrefs of my Labours 
herein, in t at I am to let the world know, whofe incourage- 
ments it is obliged to for thefe Travels, and to celebrate in 
our own Language ard Country what was fo nobly and ge- 
neroufly done by fome of your illuftrious body in the more 
remote parts of the Univerfe,. and fhew withall what in- 
duc’d me tø this prefumption of aſſuming the quality of,

One was, that he had known a 
French —— who had ſo well eſtabliſh'd himſelf in the Court, that 
the King, who had employed himin two great Embafsies of great impor- 
sance into Europe, which he very faithfully manazed, hid, to oblige himto 
Spend the reft of bis dayes in Perfia, prevailed with him to marry a Perfian 
Lady, but allowing him the freedeme to live according to his own Religion, 
That fome yeares afterwards, this Gentleman defired leave to returm into 
France, bet the King forbad him to depart the Kzngdome, and toprevent 
him from attempting tt, canfed all he had to be feixed upon. That, even 
that unkindue)s bad not fmosherea in Lins the defire Lebad ig return into 
France, {0 that he made his efespe notwithftanding that probivisien s but 
he was killed by the vay, T hat bis Lady, who had received Baptif{me, ficd 
into the Meonaftery ef the Carmelites, where fhe lay concealed, site jhe bad 
an opportun*rcto diſguiſe her felf, andiogoetoRome, whither the Pape 
had inwssed her.

They are rhe ruines ct an old Caftle, which the 
Perfians call ~—slmsinar, that, isto fay, forty pillars from a word compound:d 
Tezeb;:, which fignifies go, and mixar,a pillar or Tower ; in as muchas the 
rowers, the Metſchid, or Moſqueys of the Perfirzs, having neiener bels 
nor ficeples, are of rhe form and bigneffe ofa pillar. they ave no doubt the ruines 
Of one of che moft magnificent ftruCtures,thac ever were;and the Perſiaus fay,thac 
their King T:-em{chid Padfchal, Grand-father bv the mother fide to Alexander 
theG + ot whom mention is made in the precedent ravelsof che Embaſſa- 
dours into covy and Perfia) was the Founder ofthat aftle; though others iay 
King Se/fomen ‘Itacsandfomew dhave it donz vy Va us,the lift K, of Perfia. 
The religious n of Schir stol methat the icarnedw re clearly of opiniom,that 
the ancient P  pokshad ood ereabouts, andchac hefe were the ruines of 
Cyrus’s Palac Whatever they are at thi ay {ychas ‘vould ravifh 
Thole who.can er qineamly dg ofthe excellen of awactt Monuments.

{er there in the ai-e , —-~1y ior thow, A little furcher are rhe raines of two chambers, 
which, as &. as may be jude’d by the doors and windows, were not very large. 
All 2. of marble, fo ſnooth and powin’d, voat ait might ferye for a Looking-glafs, 
as well as chat of the palace Royal ac //pzhax. On bork Sides of rha doors, ‘there 
are feveral figures of men, carved, whereof fome are huimg, Others (land. but 
wuch exceeding the natural proportion. They have all their hair fo lose, thau ie 
fal down overtheir fhoulders, great beards, and habits falling down co their 
heels, wich very wide fleeves, and a girdle about their garmenrs. They have all 
ound caps upon their heads ; which, being much different from che Ordinary habit 
of the Perſians at prelent, argues a greacantiquity. Ata {mall diftamce, there are 
two other Chan cers, buile after che iame manner,and of the fame bignefs, where- 
of there is norhing ler bic th: doors, and the crofs-bars of che windows: E 
MMripct ure teemsto have had many doors, which che Perfians ebferve to 
rosy in their buildings, fo co make way for rhe winds they {tand in need of to 
co..e themfelves. Near chefe cham ers there may be feen, engraven upona fquare 
fillar, cercain unknown characters, wàich have nothing common with eirhar 
the Greck, Hebrew, or Arabian, nor indeed with any other language. Ther: are 
twelve linzs of thefe charaSters, which, as to their figure , are triangular, Pira- 
midal, or like obe ifques,bur well graven and fo proportionate, rhat thoe whotr 
suck hem cannot b: cheusnt Barbarians : Some believe,chey are Zelcfmes, and that 
city coniain fome fecvets which Time will difcover. Befides the% , rhere is alfoa 
greai Cours, upon che kme ground-work, which is ninety paces fquare, having 
on each fide rwo gates, whereof one are fix, others but three paces wide, all built 
ofa very well polifh’d marble, whereof the teveral pieces are eight foor in leneth 
and three in breadeh. In anorher Court there are reprefentediin carv’d-work, in 
marble, biicels, criumphs, md Olympick games, veiy well dane „and witb an 
exact pbfervance of proport on. Upon every gateis reprefenteda man, wich a 
gracefui counteniace, fittinz, and holding inone hand a globe, in the other z2 
{cepter, though the Kings o Perfia never fate in that pofture: I. adthe curiofity 
to get up on high, where I fuund che figure of a King at his devorie s, adoring the 
"oun, fireandaferpenc. Ic is wot eafie co affirme whether the Archi ture of this 
parce be ofthe D or Corinthian order, the building is fo ruin’d 
though chere be yee as much lsc, as would find work fora good able Painter for 
fix morths.

The 9. having cray_ll’d ch:ee Leagues, I came to à Caravanfera, where I found 
horie meat.

but meering there wich che Armenian Caravanne,and the Carmelite Father, whom 
I {poke of before, I rode on, and cravell’d two Leagues farther toa village called 
Berry, and lodg’d not far from ir, in “ne of the bek Caravanferas that I mec with Berry: 
in all my journey.

Cortons our of rhe Indies; for though there are excciiemt 907 
ones made in ‘erfa, yer are thofe ort the Indies more efteemed, becaufe rhey are 
finer andclofer woven. They buy of the Perfiams Satins purfled wich gold or 
filvér, filk-ttuffes, and the Cortons of the Country, Berfian Tapiltry, whick cho e 
ofthe Country call Kaéicicy, and the Portuguex Alcatifer, raw tilk, Cotten 
Rhubarb, Saffron, and Rofe-water. This water is made at Schiras, andein : 7.

Their skins which 
were fomewhat greyifh, were checkquer’dall over with white fpots, and they 
had fiir horns, with tevera! brow-anckles. There was among them a fort of crea- 
ture abouc the bigneſs of our Ro-Bucks, the skins whereof were inclining to a 
dark brown, checque1’d alfo with white fpors, having very graceful horns. Some 
are of opinion thar thefe are the fame that e4 /drovandss calls Cervi-capras, and 
thac ic is from this kind of beaft that we have Bezoar. Wewent thence to another 
Village, called Damre, where we faw abundance of wild Ducksin the Rice, 
whereof there growes great ftore in thofe paris.

They have an averfionfor Trades and Merchandife, amd had rather 
ferve, Then engage themfelves in any honourable employment : for if they can 
but once get to be Mafters of a horfe, they court Fortune no further, and imme- 
diately litt chemfelves in che fervice of their Prince. The Benjaxs on the conetary, 
are a referv’d people and laborious, and apply chemfelves to Trades and Merch- 
andife, and have an extraordinary devotion for che things that concern Religion; 
as we {hall have occafion to inff on more ar large hereafter. 

There are alfoin the City, fome «Arabians, Perfians, Armenians, Turks and 
pores who either havs their habitations there, or trade thither; bur there are no 

Orreigners fo confidera>'> foi tusir fetciement there as the Dstch and Exgi:fh. 

They have there their Ledges, their Score-houfes, their Prefidents, their Merch- 
amcs and their Secretaries, and indeed have made it one of the mok eminent Ci- 
cies for Traffik ail che Eak. The 7.24 particularly have made ic the main 
place of all their Trading iaio the «dies, and have eftablifhed there a Prefident ro 
whom the Secreæaries of all che orher Fa&tories are oblig’d ro give gn accompt. He 
manages Affairs wich the affiftance of 20. or 24. Merchants and Officers, and hath 
under his fuperincendency the Fa&tory of Agra, where they have a Secretary ac-" 
companied by fix perfons ; that of J/pahan, where they have a Secretary and fev 
or eyhe other Merchants; that of Afesiipasan, with Gfreen ; that of Cambay. 
with foure ; thac of Amadabat, with fix ; that Of Brodr<« and Broit{cheia, with 
fox €; and thit of Dabak, with two perfons: who are all oblig’d ro come., once a 
year to Swratta, there to give an accompt of their Adminiftrarion ro ske Pre-

The places abort this Cirv ore -Lo moft delightful of any in the world. For, 
befides the fair Gardens, where they have all forts of Fruitetrees, all che Cham- 
pion feems to want nothing chat might recreate the eye. Ainong other things, 
I obferv’d there one of thofe trees, whereof I have given a defcription when I had 
occafion to {peak of the City of Gamsron, as alfo very many ſumptuous Sepulchres,

ngdinary drink of chefe parts. In the evening came the ‘Dutch Secretary or De- 
puty Qi Broara,who prefented us with fome bortl:s of tack, amd kept us company 
till after midnight. 

One of the Exg/ifs Merchants came along withthe Caravanne as faras Maffet, 
which is an old Caftle partly ruin’d, built upon a high mountain, -where thereis 
kept a Gacriſon, confifting of a hundred horfe, w ho there received a certainjmpolt 
of a Ropia and a half, which amourcs to fomewhat under four fhillings, for every 
wagon : buc we had a paſsport from the Magal, by vercue whereof we were to 
pais without pzyiag, upon which accouipt ic was that one Of tirir Merchants came 
along with the Caravanne to rhor place. Accordingly the Souldiers of the Garri- 
fon ttaid fome of our wagons, and would have fore’d us to pay the ordinary duties 
but we oppos’d ir, and drew up our Convoy, who made theu patiage by force. 
We crots*d rhe viver, and lodg’d in a Wil ace,forcitying our {_lyes with our wagons 
againft che actempes which might gave been made again us. We found afrer- 
wards thar this circumfpe@icou was no more chen needed. For ere we had quite 
fupped, carne che receiver with fome thirty fouldiers, well arm’d wich half-pikes, 
{fwords, vucklers and guns, d-firing a conference with us. We fuffered himc& 
enter with three of his fouldiers ; but he demanding the«uctesofus, we told him 
that ewerenorropayany, and thei ths iT p2/’* oats freed us; yet to avoid 
fur er trouble, and out of our good will to che toutarers at tins Carron, we fhould 

e them a prefent of five or iX Ropias. They would myc hear of any fuch pro- 
po ition,and {till Rood upon the payment of the whole duty. Anl fo t went 
away, but with a defign to return the next morning, as imieed they did. t ne 
fametime came a Datch Merchant, who conducted a CaraUsane of 170. wagonsy 
guarded by so. fouldiers, all /xdoffhans.

Not far from 
gle ¢Meydan, we went into a houfe built of brick, which fhey call the King’s Pa- 
pace. “Over the Gate, there was a kind of curtain or ftage, for che Mufick couſiſt- 
ing of Violins, Haw-boyes and Bagpipes, which play there in the morning, at 
noon, in the evening, and ac midnight, as they do in Perfia, and afl other places, 
where the Prince profeffes the A¢abumetan Religion. All the aparcments of the 
houfe were fumpruous, gilt, and adorn’d with painting, according to the mode of 
the Country: but more cotheir fatisfattion, who are pleas’d wich diverfity of 
Golours, chench.irs, who look for invenrion, and {tand upon the exactnefle of 
proportions.

A Molquey of We return”! inio the Ciry, so merh- -rincipal AZolgsey of che Beajans, wich 
she Benjans. without difpure is one of the aobleft Strusturæs rhat eai beizen. It was then new, 
for che Founder, who was a rich Beajan Merchant, nanc. @antides, was living in 
my time. The A4ofgaey tands inthe middle of a great Concct, which is enclos*d 
with a high-wall of Free-ftone, all about whichrhere is a Gallery, much after che 
manner of our Cloyfters in Monafterics, having alfo its Seats or Cells, and in 
every Cell a Marble ftatue, white of Siuwt., repre@nring a womin naked, fitting, 
ana-having her legs lying crofs under her, aceGsuing othe moor of the Coun- 
ray.

further end of the Stru€ture there were three Chappels or ovicure places, divided 
one from tbe other by wooden rails, wherein sh: b- “oon itatues of Muarbic,like 
chofe we had feen in che Cells, vith wis cortcremce onciy, thar there was a lighted 
Lamp before that which {tood in the middle.We faw there alio one cf their Prtefis, 
who was then bufie in receiving from ths hands of fuch as cme thither to doe 
their Devotions, flowers wherewith he adorn*d his images; asalfo oyl for che 
Lamps which hung before the rails, and wheat anii f2lt tor che Sacrifice, while he 
vet che flowers about the Statues: His mouth and noie weirs covercd wich a linen 
cloath, left che impurity of his breath fhould profane the Mytiry, and coming ever 
and anon neer the Lamp, he mutcer’d over certain Prayers, and rub‘d his hands 
up and down in the flame thereof, as if he had wafh’d them in the {moak,and fome- 
times ftroak’d his face with chem. This was a kind of Pucification, done our of 
perfwafion which thefe people have, :that fire having afar greater power of puri-

dours, there @anding near him a Szryant, who with one hand held the pipe to has, 
mouch, and fer firz power sirh rha ober. He quitced that exercife ro go and cake 
a view o£ «ciL in Troops of Ho: and companies of Foot, which were drawn up 
in che Court. He would fee cheir arms himicii, aud caus’d chem to fhooe at a 
mark, thereby co judge of their abilities, and to augment the pay of fuch as did 
well at the coft of che o:hers, ouc of whofe pay there was fo much abated. So

be obey a in his Kingdom. Heask’d me, whether he ttill reign’d as a rant, and zm 0 7 
cOontinu’d his former cruelties ?

The weather and che way were very fair, but I met wich fo few Villages, sha 
the firit I have any account co give of, was that of Paimgat ; and the fixth day 
after our departure from e4madabath, we came to the City of Heribath, which 
is fifty Leagues diftant from ic. This City is not very big, and hath neither gates 
nor walls, as having been raifed by Temsurleng. or Tamberlane, as had been alfo 
the Caftle, wHereofthe fuines are yet ro be icen upon a high Mountain, nor far 
fromthe City. Between this City and that of Damtiges, whichis diſtant from 
that of Heribath other fifty Leagues,. we met a Caffile pE Benjan Merchants, who 
coldus they had been fet upon by 200. High-way-men, of the Rasboutes, who 
had fore’d chem to rarfome themfelves at a hundred Repias, and that we fhould 
doe well to {tand upon our guard, imafmuch as the day before they had feen a 
hundred more of chem, who having underftoad from them what they had paid 
their camrades, had faid no more ro them, and only took awe” ~-= ~a hei Oxen; 
but thar they were gone to joyn with the former,and t : fail ro fac 
uponus. We mad. our advantage of this Incellikeac - sur Waggon 
cobe faftaedtugegher, and the Souldiers thar amanded -in ,.¿cre fo difpofed, as 
ghat they might relicve one another, wehourc 2 leag fear ¢ r aey diforder.

The AZunemeraas of rhe Country, profeffing ac leat by name, che raui. os fi- 
giowwich che Perfians, occaions the Perfian Language co be as conmon among 
them as che Zadojłhan, thoughin ibe Explication of tliz eMlchor az, they follow 
the fentiments of Hemsbiti, and Maleki, whereas the ‘Perfrass accept oneiy of 
the Expefit'on of .4/y and 7zafer-(aduck,; but they both condemn thar of Ma- 
nifa, which ts approved by the Turks. 

Ic is not Our delign in this place to run into any difcourfe ol the ALahumetane 
Religion ; bur, having premifed a fhort acco npt of che inhabitants of the 
Country, we fhall afcerwarcs creat more at large of their Religion, and che 
S2&s whereof ic contifts, They are all of an Olive or Duskifi: colour, buc more 
or lefs fuch, according to the climate ia which they live.

They have a very great refpe&t for their Doctors and Teachers, and allow 
them a very pleniifull ſuoſiſtance, with their wives and children, though fome 
among thn inrermeddle : Ifo with Merchandife, which they are permitted to do 
gcco-ding cocheir Law; but chefe are noc fo highly eftteemed, as rhoie others

whicb is che only diftin&ive mark of cheir Religion, and fo infeparable tram their 
Prof_ffion, that if ic happen to be loft, he whois fo unfercunate as to have lol 
it, may neither eat mor drink, nor fpeak, may noc {tir fromtii. place where Re is 
cill amocher be brought him from che Prieit who fellsthem. The women wear 
ot chem asweil as the men, after they are come tocwelye years of Age, at which 
tine they ace thought capablo sf comprehending the myfteries of Religion. 

Their houfes are little and dark, very poorly firnifh’d, and they have a grea 
affe&t ation to live in rhe fame quarter. They have no particular Magiftrace among 
them, yer docrhey noc chink much to accepi of the employments which che Ma- 
humerans give them, and c eate among themfelves iwo of tue molt confiderable 
of the Nation, who decide (uch differences as may arite, and for which they ne- 
ver plead before any othcr Judges:’ 

There is nothing fo precious among them as Fire, whieh they keep in very 
carefully, upon chis accompt, as chey affirm. that there is aot amy thing affords 
fo lively a reprefemtation of the Divinity, as hre aous. yyi.cn-* ie comes, that 
they never pucouc a candle, or a Lamp, and never make ufe of water to quench 
the fire, though che houfe were in danger of being burnt ; but they endeavour 
to {mother it vithearch. For itis the greatelt mi.tegcume cam happen to chem, 
to find che fire fo far out in their houfes, as that they muft be forc’d ro got Guc 
among their Neighbours to get fome. — 

They alfo marry their children while they are very young, but they ſuffer the 
Parencs to brimg chem upat their own Houfles, till they are come torfifeges..or 
fixteem years of Age, and then they confummatce the marriage. Their widows 
are permitted to marry the fecond time: viv mucii Comes that there ar nor fe 
many diforders commirted mws 4m, as there are among the other Narions. 
But Adultery and Formication are rhe greate{t ins they can commit, and which, 
no doubt, they would punifh wich death, ifthey had che adminiftration of Juftice 
in their own hands. i 

When any one is fo fick as that there is little hopes of his recovery, he is taken 
out of his bed, to bê laidon a little bed of green Turfs upon the ground, where 
he lies till he give up che ghoft, and immediately after, five or fix men, whole 
imploymentr it isto make the graves, take him from the faid pallat of Turfs, put 
a fhroud about him, and lay him upon an iron-grare, made after the formof a 
Biere, upon which they carry the body to the place of burial, which is aboye a 
League from th: City. Thefe places, or if we may call them fo, Church-yards, 
are divided into three parcs, allincldfed witha wall of twelve or fifteen foor 
high, ome whereofis tor the men, another for the women, andthe third for 
chiidren. Over the graves there are barrs aid crofs like a grate, upon which they 
lay the body,chere co remain till the Crows and other devouring Birds have con- 
fumed them, ſo as that the bomes fall into the grave. The kimdred and friends 
accompany thé Gorps with horrid cries and lamentations, and make a Qalc when 
they are come wichin soo. paces of the grave, till fuch time as the graye-makcrg 
have laid ic upom the gracc, amd made certain prayers for the foul. Aout 
moscth or ixħveeks gfrer, they carry the turfs upon which che deceafea part: 
diced, to the Church- yard, as achimg polluted, which they wodid nor~fo muck as 
touch ; and dy sry mencth they make avait for the nearelt of che kindre¢, in 


memory of tye departed. It it happens that mey couch a dead, carkd{s, or che

We had hardly dined, at our return %9 our Lodging, ere we were cit’d with s-

no Mons:tecry, but fent its deputies to complement him. Theten daies we ilaya 
at Goa we [pent in reciprocall vifics and continual feaſting. One ofthe nobile 
entertaininemrs we had, was thag which was made us the 15. Of Zanuary, by a 
Portugue=, Lord, who had been Governour of Bacins, and was chen aewly comt 
tọ the government Of Mozambique. Every courfe confitted only of four dühe; 
of mear, bur chexvwere fo often chang’d, and the meaf fo excellently wel drefs*i, 
thar I may truly (apf never was at the like. For with the meaewehere was 
povugat luch vartery of excellent fruits, that by the continual change and in iX~ 
ture of beth, the pperire was fharpened‘and renew’d. But what wis — 
diatheable. wos, txt thous the Porting mk ladies ase as feldome, fe-n as thole of

of Lacgue. 

The next day, being the 16. We dinedatc the Profefs’'d Houfe of the Jefsits, Th Jefuits of 
who had invited us to a fumptuous Feah. There were in this houfe a hundred and Goaérest bir. 
fitry Fathers, and at leaſt as many Scholars or ftudents, yet did noc that great 
number neer fill thac noble ftruéture, which was four Rories high, and had the 

leafanrelt protpbect in the world, as weit towards the fea, as on che land fide. 
They firit fhew’d us all the conveniences of the houfe, their wealch, and the or- 
der they obferv’d in their œæconomy. Taen, they brought us into a fair arched 
Hall, as big asan ordinary Church, which was befec with cables placed all along 
the wails. Thecloath was layd, with isc trenchers, the drinking cups, afd 
earthen pots, and they had brought in bread and fruir. In the mic:t er th- Hall, 
there was another little fquare cable cover’d and furnifhdas the ref, pe: hait whe 
‘were todo penance for their having done any ching concrary to the ci:citpline of 
the order. In che nudit of che entry rochis hall, therc was a pillar, out of which 
iffued 3 fpouc of water for the wafhing of their hands. Then they carried us up 
to the third ftory, co another hall, which was not as jarge as that below, but fo 
richly furnifh’d as might become-the appartment of a very noble houle, as well 
- in point of capiftry, as ocherchings. The table prepared for us, was very large, 
amd plac’d in che midft of the hall, cover’d with a noble cloath, befer wich fruit 
dbread, and china difhes, which perfoms of quality im thofe parts du prefer be- 
re thefe of filver.

every two, there were two Ieſuits to eNterwin and difcourfe with us ; che re ft Jeluirs. 
ftanding behind ro wait on us. The meat was brought, in tittle atfix - ~~ serco lain, 
to every man his own difh ; and this for feveral courfes, both of fleti: au. i:a, al} 
excellently well drefs’d. The defert was fuicable co the ref of the entertainment, 
andconiified in Tarts, Flozentines, egges dreftafcer the Portague= way, admi- 
rably well perfum’d, marchpains, and conferves, both dry. and licuid. 
Artur riling from table, they condu&ed us into feveral chanb- rs, where they 
lefe us, to take che ordinary repofe, during the greateft heat ys the day.* There 
was in every chamber three beds, and, in rhe midft upon a table, a great vefiel of 
porcelain, fall of fair water. Then they came and carried us irto a hail, where 
we were co have che divercifement of a Ball, . which was dame*d y che children of 
certain /zdiais, whom they had baptizid and inftruéted in the Romaz-C athelick 
Religion. The Archbifhop of Gea, who was primate wf all the Indies, was 
there alfo in perfon, as well to participate of che divertifemenr, as co entertain 
the Prelidenc, by order fromthe Viceroy. The Danciny-matter made che firt 
entrance alone, and did pretty well for a Portuguez: = The Habits of the Dancers

Their Difhes, Drinking-Cups, and Napkins are made of 
Fig-leaves, of which they alfo make Pitchers and Oil-pots, and their ordina- 
ry iuftenmanceis Rice, which ihey cboil in Earthenm-pors. They/ daub over, their 
houfes with Cow-dung, our ofan imagination chat ic drives away Fleas. 
They are io fuverfticious, that they never go abroad, tilithey hawe faid their 
prayers, and if they chance to meet acrow, wherever they be, they immediate- 
ly return home, ànd undertake no bufinefs of any confequence that day. When 
they travel, they do their devotions before their Pagodes, and the Portuguez tol- 
lerate their Idolatry, upon this accompt, that the Inquifitien hath no power, but, 
only ove: fuch as either are Chriftians, or have-been fuch. They have alfo their 
particular ceremonies for cheir marriages, cheif birch-daics, and other dayes, 
and ſeaſons of che year: but chey differ fo little from thole whereof we have {poken 
already, thar we fhall need fay nothing of: them. There are among them fome 
very able phyfirians, who are fo highly refpected at Gea, that they are ve: mired 
to have their umbrellos carried with them : which += rm5 1155 u only pers 
fons of quality : nay the Portgmez ror iO the Vice- Roy bantelf apd che Arche 
bifhop,mak. ofz oriin, ratner then of thofe of their own nation, They never 
eat hut wich chofe of their own Se&, though they were ready to'itarve.

Tos greiteſt Con nerce which 
is carried’o1 there is that of che Chjzefes, who hiye continued theirs in this Coun- 
trey ever finceche Iflind was firit peopled. THe Spaniards and Portugusz have 
craded thither ch2fe fix ot fev2n fcore years; and the Exglifh had no fooner be- 
gun, buc they gav- over their trading intô tholg parts, by reafon of the fmall ad- 
vantage made thereby. Thole of Ssam and Cambodia were wont co fond thither 
early cwo or three Saunas 3 but this is alfo given over, efpecially fince theMyrch 
Bring them che Commodities of Japan at a lower rate, and with lefs dangergi-an 
they could ferth chem chemfelyes. The chief Trade is at the City of (Meaco, 
whither moft of che merchints, as weil foreigners as thole of the Country, bring 
all cheir commodities, and where tbey have their Agents and Factors, co diftribute 
chem over allche If{land. . * 
Tht Commodities which Forreigners bring to Fzpax are; about four or five 
thoufand Piceds of Silk, and abundance of Stuffs, of Silk, Corc@#i, Thread, cfc. 
above two hundred choufand Deer skins, about a hundred rhoufand o.her Hides, 
Hemp, Linnen Cloths, Wooli, Garments, Corton, Quick-filver, all forcs of 
Gummes and medicinal Drugs, $pices, Clovés, Pepper, Sugar, Musk, a force of 
wood called Sappan, and Calawzbac, Purcelan, Camphir, Borax, Elephancs teeth,

. The Chinees and Faponnefes have hitrerefore lived in very good correfpomdence, 
infomuchghit there hardly paff:d a year, burc the nies: af rhof e-a mowerfull 
States vifited one another by reciprocal Embaffies. . This friendihip contrimued 
till che Faponnefes, who lived in Chiza, became foinfolent, as to ranfack a whole 
City, amdcoravifh all the women and maids chac fell into cheir hirder Fhe 
Chinefes relented the affront as they oughr, and killed all che Fapounefes they mer 
wichall. The King of China, confidering of how dangerous confequznc2 it was 
to afford refuge co a fort of people who had the infolence te-commic fuch an a&i- 
on, in the cime of peace, banifhed chem his Kingdom for ever, ordering che D2- 
cree to be graven im golden Lecters upon a Pillar, which to that purpofe he caufed 
to be ere&ed upon the Sea-fide, and forb*dding his Subje&s, upon pain of death 
to trade into Fapan. Theſe Prohibitions are ftill fo ſtrict ly obferv‘d, that che Chis 
vefes, who go thither, give out that they carry their Commodities to fome of che 
neighboring Iflands of the /edies ; im regard they are fure they would be con- 
ed, if ic were known they carried fhem to Fapan.: but che Faponnefes creac 
che Chinefes otherwife, and give chem the egr& ind regrefs of their Coun- 








grey. l 
Ic is haply from theſe Profibicionsof the King of China, that fome fave taken 
aseafjon to affirm, that Tavas was peopled bẹ cercain Exiles, whom che King of 
bine had fent chither,upon a Confpiracy-chey were engaged in againtt his perfon ; 
fince she Hifte cies of neither Zapan nor China {peak of any fuch thing, and thag 
otherwife there is fo grear a difference in chzir cloathing, their ceremonies, man- 
Er of life, language and writing, that œ is impoMible that the fame Nation fhrould 
Rave contracted, even Inche fequel bf many Ages, fuch contrary Habits. Some

Nation fhould, of a fudden, conceive an aveghon for wiht they lov’d before, 
there is yeta greater improbabilty, thac ic thould fe change ics language and 
manner of writing, as that there flioutd be no rappore beween che one and the 
Saher, * The Chinefes never cut their hair, but tie it up cogether upon the-crown of 
the fiead ; che Zapoznefes, an che contrary, fhave theYore-pare Of the head dowm 
to the ears, and tie up the revé-pi their hair in cheir neck bebinde, with a firing, 
made of paper, ‘The iatcer do_al® fhave their beards, whereas rhe Chinefes iF- 
fer theirs co grow to rheir tuli Icngth > whence ic may be imagined, that they were 
rather Tartars, who firit gotinco this Iflard, chan Chinefes. 

The Japonnefes, being thus banifhed China, began to eftablifh their Commerce 
at Tapesan, in the Ifland Ferzsofa, whither the Chinxefes came wich their Commo- 
dites; but che King of China hearing of it, ferbad his Subjects ro trade thicher, 
by witich means che Japonmefes were fruftraced of chat Navigation. Which fo 
troubled the Emperour, that he would notr permit his Subje&s to rracde out of the 
Kingdom without his exprefs Congmiffion and Pafports : as well out of this on- 
fideration, that he would not have any Arms tranfported out of the Countrey. xo 
the experience he hath thae the Jeponnefes are a ftour and daring People cuc of 
te y own Councrey, and being extremely conceited of himfelf, he sould nor 
have any affrone done rhem, which fhould nor-be in his power torefenr, or chat 
any other than himfelf fhould chaftife their infolence. as it happened ro them, 
not long fincein the Kingdom of Siam, upon their temper againft the Kine’: 
perfon there, and at J/ayosan, upon their affauleing the Governour of the place.

There is alforhe fame 
difference between their Chara&ters, amd yet they have all four a fort of Chara. 
Gers, by which they underftand one the other, fo that tchofe among chem, who 
have ftudied, wnderltand and exprefs in their particular Language, whac rhe others 
would have expreffed im theirs, by means of thefe common Chara&ers: They 
write with Pencils, amd that fo faft, that they {pend very lictle time in wricing the 
motes, by wich they do moft of their meffages, rather than by word of mouth. 
They endeavou. to exprefs themfelves in few words, efpecially when they either 
{peak or write to perfons of great quality ; {o that the Letters and Petitions they 
addrefs to their Superiours are couched in fo few words, that it isno great trouble 
to afford them che reading. l 

They have not the way--owxeeping Accounts as} the Mercha«s in our parts 
have ; but they can count with cerrain little bowls, watch they thread upon little 
{ticks on a {quare boardjas faft as our ableft Accouarasics by all the Rules of Arithe

Eatterly parc of all Aſia. Marc Paulo calls ip Mange, che Zartars 
_ termic Cathay, and there are fome who name ic alfo Singely, or Tame. 
ihe C — snag give ic the mame of C hbunghoa, or. Ci bunggne, whereof rhe 
Soermer ficnifics the Middlé Kingdom, in afmuch as they believe they inhabit the 
midit of the Univerfe ; , and the other; the Adviddle Flower, or Garden, and know 
nag che names givén it by Fortcigners, faye onely that they know the Tartars call 
chem Mangin, that is, Barbarians. l 
We affirm ic ro be the utmoft Province of all Afia Exttwatd ; for beyond ic 
chere is onely the Sea, which the Chinefes call 73 ung, that is, Of che Eaft. Ic hath, 
caw ards che Norch, great Tartary, from which it is divided by a mountain of ma- 
rfy Leagues extent, and where that fails, che defe& is fupplied by that admirable 
Wall, whichreaches from the extremities of the Province of Leactun¢g; cathe 
River Crocese, upon the Frontiers of the Kingdom of 77ers; being in le 
three hundred German Leagues. Towards the Weft; ic hath the Kingdoms of 
Kiang, Vufucang, and Bengala; and cowards the South and South-Wef, che 
Conchinchivse, and che Seas — 
The Kingdom extends ic felf frorù the Tropick, of Cancer, to the fifty third 
Degree of Latitude, and comprehends in its length all the Southern parts, which 
lie berween the hundred and thircieth, and che hundred and fixtiech Degrees. 
But that we may (peak more pertinenrly of it, we fhafl, wich chem, affirm, that 
Chigais fixty nine thoufand five hundred and fixteen Diez, which make three 
thoufand Soph Leagues, in compass, and eighteen hundred im length.

Accordingly, there is fo vait a Ghincics, 
difference between the Inhabitants of che Wlandof Hainan, whichis in che Tor- 
rid Zone, and part of tue Province of Oxantung, which comes near ic, and chofe 
‘of the Province of “Peking, which is the more Northerly ot all China, chat a 
man might take the one for the (Moors of Fez in Barbary, and the orhers for 
Germans or Suedes. I “peakas to their colour; for chefe are white, chofe black ; 
and there are fome more or leſs fwarthy, according as the Provinces (iney live inare 
more or lefs Southerly ard worchestly. 

The faine difference isto be obferved in tne Fruits. For che inore Soucherliy The difference 
Provinces bring forth Cocos, Banana’s, and fuch orher Fruits as grow onely in hor cf fruits in 
Countreys ; and others bring forth Figs, Apples, Peers, Cheftnucs, and fuch China.

The Countrrey is to populous, that to maintain fo (trange a au.nde: of people, T'he Chinefes 
ic is buc necefliry, thac all che ground it takes up fhould produce fomewhat or bate idlenefs. 
other. They have a natural averGon for idlenefs ; but rí chey nad nor, the Laws 
have made fuch pro vifion, inthis particular, that there 1s not any crime punifhed 
with greater infamy than this vice. Another numour of theirs is, chac they are 
lovers of good chear, and pride ic much in wearing good cloaths, and having their 
houfes well furnifhed, fo that, co live handfomely; they are obliged to take

They are kept faftimg one day, and the nexc they carry them ro the 
Water-iide, ngar feyeral Boats half full of water, whe-eto they are faftened with a 
Cord ticd undes their wings, and having Bound them about rreir necks a little 2- 
bove the ftomack,they lec them go into the River, where they fitl ,wich fifh,ghar skin 
which ttre.ches like a bag under the throat, and come and disburden themfelves of 
what they had taken tn the Boat whereto they are fattened.

The women are very fumptuoufly clad, having about chem a great many Pearls Their women. 
and precibus fiones. They alfo paint, and drefs their hzads with as much curioiicy | 
and advantage as in any other place of che world. They have a particular affe- 
tion of having lictle feet ; whence ic comes, thar the mothers make ic their bufi - 

efs, foro ftraiten their daughters feet, ftom their infancy, that they are hardly 
able ro go. Someare of opinion, thart this cuftome was incroduced by chofe who 
were defirous co accufttome women toa fedenrary life, whererochey are as R were 
condemned even from their birch. They are never feen in the houf:; and ic is 
very feldom they go abroad, which when they do, ic is co vine fone of their neareft 
Relations: and then, chcy are fo attended, and fhuc up in Palang sins, chacchey 
cannot be feen. 

The men are ingenious enough, and difcover, by th2it Works, that they are not 
inferiour tothe Europeans. Ic is no cafie matter fora man to avoid the circum- 
ventions of their merchants, who make ufe of all imaginable Advantages in their 
Dealings. Art every Door there hynzs a Table, containing a Catalogue of all the 
Commodities that are inthe Shop. and in regard alfrhe Merchants of the fame 
Body have their habitations in che fame quarcer, a min findzs as toon as he comes 
into ir, whar is to be foid in ali the tresc. |

They have away of Writing particular to themfelves, not onely upon rhis ac- 
count, that they make ute of Figures rache: then Charecters, inasmuch as they 
gnifie entire words, and do not repreiert the letters; but alio, upcn rhis, thar, 
in their Writing, they obſerve an orcer wholly different from that of alf orher 
Nations.

figure pf p t principal Div nitics, it might beim gined thac chey have 
heretefore ad ome apprehenf.ons of C briftianity, and §cn.e weuld infer, that the 
thæe Heads, which they make comirg ost cf the Bedy of one of their‘Icols %e- 
prefenc the 6/:ffed Trinity, which makes the firfiand ercatcii My fiery of Chit 
an Religion. They add hereto, chat Se. Thom the Arche F reached the Goiped 
in China, and that thefe are fome Pi@ures to be fovndthe re. wþercin may be 
feen men dreffed and fhared as the Apoftles arc painted anon: us, and thacfome 
have feen their Images reprefenting the bleſſed Virgiu, hoicing the Saviour of 
the World in her arms. Bur theie arg onel y chimerical imaginations. fence thar 
fetting afide rhe eftablifhments which the Pertuguex and Spax:tards haye made 
there fome years fince, chere is pot the leaft crack co be feen of the ancient Chri- 
Sftian Religio . a | 
They affirm that all things, vifible and invifible, were made by Heaven. And 
this they exprefs by the firit Lecter of their Alphabet. They alfo believe chat 
che Heaven governs the Umiverfe by a Vicegerenr, whom they call Laocon Tzan- 
tey. #or him it is they have che greateft veneration ne-; the Sun, and fay it is an 
eternal Spirit, who was not cieared. They have the fane opinion cf another Di- 
vimity, whom they call ( 4x/fay, and to whom they artrih.ire an abfolute power over 
alifublumary things. To chefe three Spirits, they 77-! -¥ + principal Minifters, 
whom they call FT ceregicseisess a XR Oe — £ ~ig- wz, Whercof the firt prefides 
erche Air, and makes it rain ; another, over che gemerariqn of men and other 
Animals, and the produétion of Fruits; and the third hath the government of 
the Sea. They alfo canonize fone, whofe lives have been eminent for fan¢ticy, 
or otherviſe, and call them Pauſaos, that is, Saints ; buc they do nor render them 
the fame Honours they do the Gods before mentione- or yer the three following 
Saints, who are alfoin great veneration among them. l 
The firft they call Sichia, who came into Chrza out of the Kingdom of Tzxg- 
king, and is Founder of all the Religious O:ders of both “exes, which arç at pre- 
fent in the Kingdom, and whereof chere are very great nu; bers, liviðg in perpe- 
tual celibate, and inhabiting in Monafterics: i 
The fecond is called Quaninæ, a female Saint, and, as thev affirm, was tbe third 
Daughter of King Tzonton, who having married his two elder Daughters, would 
alfo have this embrace the fame kinde of life. Buc this Princefs having made a 
Vow of Chaftiry, would not hear of Marriage, and upon that account loft her 
Fathers favour, who4huc her upin a place, where her employment was, tocdarry 
wood and warer,and to weed a great garden whereof fhe had the keeping. They 
have great Legends of rhe life of this Saint, and relate feveral ftories of her 5 
among others, that the Apes of the neighbouring Forreft came thither, and carri- 
ed water for her; thac the Birds weeded the Garden for her; ard chat feveral 
other Creatures brought the wood fhe was obliged to ferch. The Father ima- 
gining this was done by his Daugtrer’s witchcraft, caufed the kowe to be fired, 
which the Princefs ſeeing, and conſidering thart ic was for her fake,would have cut her 
own throat wich a firing of hair; but fhe immediately tougd che fire put out by a 
great fhower which then fell,whereupon fhe went thence and retired into the De- 
feres ofthe neighbouring mountain. J he King’s impiety was þunifhed with the Le- 
profie,which fpread it felf over all his body, wherein ic bred fo many Worms,'thac 
he tad been devoured by then», if che Daughrer, upon notice given her Qf it by a 
wOice from Heaven, had not relieved him.

‘change their reproaches into fliccery and kindnefs, ask them pardon, promife them 
“a hat they leaſt intend tO’perform, and then return to their Incantations avain. 

If they are otherwife an:wered chan before, they flirter and praile their Gods ; 
bur if they are (till thre:tned with misfortune, they give them borth ill words and 
blows, throw them down, tread upon them, beat chem, drag them into the dirt, 
burn them with a candle, or whipthem, till che Spell favours them, andthenchey 
offer co chem Ducks, eefe, Poultry, boild Rice, @c. Their great Sacrifices con- 
fit in offering to their Gods the head of a boil’d Hog, adorn’d wich flowers and 
leav:s,anda Jar of Wine. i 
-Their way of Incantation is performed by two pieces ot Wood, abut the big- — 
neſs of a Wab-nur, whereof one fide is fat, the other round, likea halt-bowi, H67 they 10 i 
Thefe they caft upon the ground, and if it happen that both, or ome fall fo as thac 
the round fide se down-vards, they cake ic for avery ill omea; but they catt them 
fo ofren, that chey mutt ac lalt fall as they would have them.

Thicy call the God 
who. did this, Jays, and affirm, thar, in the beginning, he, of nothing, ercarede a 
m:nf whom he called P.2nz0n, anda woman, whom he named Pazzona; Thac 
P anzxom,. in like manner, of nothing, created another man, named T asborz, and his 
chirceen brerhren, and chat this Zavhom was io learned, that he Save names co ail 
things that were created: That TAhom and his brethren had divers children, 
but parcicularly chat che fecond, whom they call Zeyencom, had twelve fons, and 
that his eldeft, whofe name was 7xhucom, hadnine: That their Race hath lived 
upon the Earth above ninety choufand years ; bur char, acr laft, Zay» kil. dal! che 
males, for cheir Rebellion,: That ac that time, the Heaven tell, buc that ayz 
railed ic again, and created another man, named Lorzitzan, who had iwo horns in 
his forehead, our of which came forth a pleaſant ſcent, from wh nce were be- 
gotten males and females, and thaca!l now alive are deicended from Lo zzam, 
whe, a8 they affirm, lived ninc hundred years: Trac the Heaven begcr alio anc- 
cher man, named At zion, by a very extraordinary production, inafmuch as his mo- 
ther, whom they cali Løtim, was gort with childe by looking on the head of the 
Lion in the Zodiack, and that fhe was brought co bed in the City of Ze -gcheu, 
in the Province of Xantung : That many Ages afterwards, ons named Fav 
taught Archice&tur-, and heosn ro hnhi!d houics, and to Make clo; ths = Ihac 
Huntxni, his fucceflor, found our fire, and taught people how to boil and roait 
meat, as a'ſo how to buy and fell and make conrreacts: That a womah named 
Hautxibonx, had conceived, by fetting her foot in the itep of aman, and broughe 
forth Ochentey, who firt made marriages, and invented feveral muhcal inftrum 
ments: That Fzon/om, hisfon, was the firt Teacher of Medicine and Judiciary 
Aftro!ogy, and the firit who mace vufe of the Plough and the Spade. They afhrm 
alfo, chat he was wont to feedona Sallad of feven of the molt venzmous Herbs 
could be found, and that inftead of receiving ary hsrm thereby, it kept him alive 
four hundred years, and that he left a fon, from whom are deicendeed all the ace 
cient Kings of China. : 

They believe che Iinmorraliry of the Soul, and affirm that the H. aven commu- 
nicates its Eternity thereto, and that, after this Life, in fhall enjoy erernal blifs, 
or be T oG cormented, according co the good or evil {he hath done ix Aus 
World. 

They believe a:foa kinde of Purgatory, and that there is a certain place, where 
Souls are to be cleanfed from the impurities they derived from che bodies which 
they hadinformed ;- and that, as to this particular, rhe Suffrages of cheir Friends 
arid Relations may procure them fome refrefhmenc. Whence it comes, that, 
in e4uguf?, they have a Day appointed for Prayers end Supplications to be made 
forthe Deceafed: bur inftead of performing thefe Ceremonies in their Pagedes, 
they do them in che privare Houfes of fuch as are ihciined ro this kinde of Devo- 
tion: Tochatend, three of their Religious then go co the Houfe appointed, and 
exhort the Family to make che Prayers réquifire for che purging of choſe fins 
which obftru& the Beatitude of their deceafed Relations.

TPerr rekto 
‘¥ricom, who lives in the City QF Xangiene He hath under him Provincialls, wad — 
make Vificacions. within their fereral Jurisdittions, to fee chac there be an ob- 
fervance of Difcipline, and that there be noremiffion of che rigour required by 
the rules of che Order. Thefe have allo che nomination of Superiours and Guar- 
dians in the feveral Monafteries. The General continues in chit dignity as long as 
he lives, and when hedies, the King names the ducceffour, making choice of him 
among chofe who are moft deferving. He is cloth’d in filk, but of the fame co- 
lour as is worh by the Religious men of the Order, and never goes our of his own 
houfe, without a retinue of four religious men, who carry him in an Ivory Chair, 
upon their fhoulders. He hath a particular Seal for fuch affairs as corcern his&rder, 
and his religious men never {peak ro him but on cheir knees. The King allowes 
him what may keep a plentiful hosfe, amd contributes alfo co the tubfiftiance of 
the Monks in che Monafteries; and if they want any ching, itis fupplied by the 
liberality of private perfons. The religious men are all clad in fierge, and ail af- 
ter the {aine fafhiun, lave chat they ars Dy the colour. They all . 
fhave their heads and beards. They ufe beads, and ſay their Mattens and other fe beads; 
Offices, much after the fame manner as pur Monks in Exrope do. Thofe who en- 
rer into the, Monastery make a Feaft for all che Monks; buc the eldeft fon of a 
Family is not permitted to take the habit ; in regard the Laws of the Kingdome 
forbid it, and wouid have him co be the comfort and fupport of rhe wesk and de- 
crepit age of his Father..

E gave the Keadet an account in the precedent Book, how 
that che calm, which ftaid ou: Ship in a manner in fighe of 
che Ifland ot Cey/ox,occafioned the digreffion we have made, 
wherein we have reprefenced the State of the Isdses, even 
to thë urmoft extremities of Afia. | 

We continued at che Altitude of Ceylon, till the 20. of 

February, at wich time the North-weft-wind oblig’d us to take our courfe to- 
wards South-eaft. Taking the Latitude about noon, we found we were two mi- 
nutes beyond the ef gxineftial Line. I asked the Maker of the Ship, what he 
thought of their opinion, whoaffirm, that being under the Lime, a man may-dif- 
cover both the Poles : but he made it appear to me, that ic wasan errour, and 
fhewed me clearly, thar the Azrick Pole is not ro be feen within fix Degrees of 
of the Line, and, thar tie Antartich cannot be perceiv’d, till a man comes tothe 
eighth degree. He fhew’d me farther, chat ac eight or ren degrees of the Line,che 
wind feems to be as changeable, as it is in our Seas on this Gde of it, inafmuch as 
tchac of the North-wett reigns there fix morftths together ; and that of che South- 
eaft blows there as conſtantly for the orher fix moneths, So that fich as go into 
the Indies, or come thenee, may regulate their Voyages accordingly.

| Tuberonesthe Dutch, Flayes, and tho Exglifh Shark. It isa great fifth, and hath 
much ado to fwim $ whence it comes, that many times, when the Sea is calm, 
it is feen floating above water. Ic is never feen, bur there are faftened to the 
head of it feyen or eight othet fith, about the digmefs of a Herring, expecting to 
Participate of what he cakes. Above all things; chey love mans flefh, and thece 
are many fad examples of ic, in S-2-men,who Lave -ither loft arms or other limbs; 
or have been devoured by chem3for their cet ae us sharp and clofe as chofe of3 
Saw. Their mouth is below the head, fo thau to take their prey, they lie upon 
their back’, and fo catch ic upwards. X nas we cook fad the heatet inche head, 
and lived a good while after it was taken Oui: They are not eaten,and are hunt 
only for recreation, or to clean{e the Sea of rhem. 

Fhe fiħ which the Portugsez call Pefce puerco, and whereof there is abundab 
in thefe Seas, is no bigger chen a bream, aad is focaised, onely becauſe it g 
like a Pigg. There afe alio about chofe pacts grear orz of Tortoyfes, e 
on lhek back, and commonly fleep upon the warer, when the weather is calm. 
The Seamen, when they fee them in chat pofture, get meerithem, calt-ouc a 
hook, which faftning in che fhells, they draw them into the boat. Their meat is 
as delicate as veal, amd it is one of che greatelt ceisefhments the Seasmen meet 
wich in thefe great and dangerous voyages.

That Prince wouid needs call ir fo, our of 
che spes he concéived co difcover afterwards che wealth of the Eaf*-Jndies: and 
other Nations have continued chat maine, upon this account, that haying once 
doubied che Cape, there is fome aflurance of compleating the Voyage, whereof 
the Cape makes one half, as lying in a manner ac the equal diftance of two 
ehoufand ye hundred Leagues between Exrope, and the moft Eafterly Coait of 
the Tadies. : 

Mot fhips cake in refrefhments at this place, and che Dutch are wont to leave 
there under2ftone, at che entrance of the Haven, fome Leccers, wherein they 
acquaint the (hips chat are coming aftes them, wich whatever had hapned co themi 
in tbeir voyage, andthe courfe they cake at their departure thence.

he 14. Caprain Hal went on his Voyage cowardsthe J/ndies, and the 16. 
Captain silis went awgy alfo, having fupplied us with all things neceffary for the 
profecution of ours. Heintendedsotouch ac che CValdiwves, and Ray there cx 
the 20. of Auguſt, chat he might arrive ac Surawin the Winter. We accompanied 
him coche Iiland, ac che entrance ofthe Bay, and having taken leave of him, went 
foto che Ifland, where we found abundance of odd fhells, of divers forms, feveral 
forts.of fifth, cait up there by che Sea, and rorced Cocos, which che wind had for- 
ced thither from che Ealtern Coaft of ALadugafcar, where fome growes, but noc 
from the Coaft of the Saint Auguſtines Bay, whichis oppoite ro the Weft. 

The 21. The Prefidenc cook up his lodging in che Tent pitched for him on the 
Se:=‘ide, intending. to continue there, till he imbark’d in orderto our return. 
They made there alfo certain hurs, for che Souldiers that were about him, as alfo 
for {uch as were repairing fome things belonging to the fhip, amd forthe Butch- 
ers, who kili’d and falced the Bzef forthe provifion of che fhip+ but on Sunduies 
all came aboard, where chere was a Sermon. 

Abour four Leagues from the Haven, there lives «70d. who had three Sons, 
che elde <f wiiom was named AZajjar. .They cameall three ww ‘ec us, with a re- 
cinue of abour a hundred men, arm’d with a kind of Pikes. They brougtre along 
with them abou three hundred Oxen, fome Sheep, Goas, Poulrry,-Cicrons 
and Oranges, to truck for our Commodities. Being come neer the Pretident, 
they made aliccle halt, tò obferve what pofture we were Ju, and at lache cideft 
of che three brorhers came up, and befowed on the Pretdent twelve Goats,and 
his two wives gave him, each of chem, a fat Capon. The Prefident preisnted ka 
with three ftrings of glafs Coral, each of his brothers with two, and each of che 
Wives with a bracelet. This Ggmified bur very lictle to us; burt they highly valued 
chem. They planted a great pole in the ground, as a mark of che Alliance they 
made wich us, promifing feverely to punifh fuch as fhould injure us, and delirins 
us to take fuch a caurfe, as. mo diforder might happen on our fide. They defired 
to hear our mufick, and feem’d ce-be much pleafed with it. -They fold us cen fac 
Oxen, fome Sheep, Goats and Poultry. They fold us a fat Sheep, che tail whereof 
weighed.20. or 24. pound, for 7. or 8. grains of Coral or Agat, anda Capon for 
3. or 4. grains of counterfeit Coral. They would nor meddle with our mony, as 
being fo happy as necro know the value of a ching which occafions the mifery of 
other parts of the world. — 

During the fix weeks we ftaid in the Iiland, mof of our diverfion was Mooting 
at Buts, or fifhing with che Angle-rod. We took good flore of ffh, and fome 
Oyfters, which the Inhabicancs call Orixg. Thefe ftick to che trees and bufhes 
that are upon the Sea fide, being ac high-water coyer'd with the Tide. They are: 
lagge, and as delicate as any Exg/axd affords. 

From the 5.10 rhe 8. of edugu/?, these were fuch abundance of Grafhoppers, 
that they deprived, us of the fight of the Sun. The Inhabicanrcs eat them, buc they 
look on chem as forerunners Of famine and mortality of caturle.One imall fhower 
of rain difperfed ehem all. 

As for the Ifland of Madagaſcar, which the Freach callthe land of Sc. Las- 
rence, (either from its being diicovered by Laurence fon Of Fraacif{co Almeydy, 
General of the King of Porrugad’s Army in the Jadses, or from ifs- being done up- 
on St. Laurence his day, in the year1go6.) Ic liesin the tor7zzd Zone, reaching 
From Nor.h to South, fromthe roth. roche 26th. Degree. Is cercainly one 
of the greateſt Iffands in the world, fince it is above 150. Leagues in length, and 

180. in bredth, and hath many gecd harbours, whtreof the chiefeit are, Sr. Am- 
guftine’s Bay, where we put ip, St, Jago, Amon Gil.

No houfe but hath’fome hives of Bees 
abour ic ; but they have not yet the invention of making Wax, nor ufing their 
Honey, -ocherwife then in making a certain drink of it with Rice, which. ſerves 
them ia tead of Wine. The ground yields Salt, and Salt-Peter, and upon the 
Sea-Coafts there is found abundance of Ambersegreefe. It is reporced alfo, chac 
rhere are Mines of gold and filver ; but che Inhabitants makmg no ufe of thefe 
Metals, and valuing — Eer e na yet fearch’d into them. 
Madagafcar is very populous, and the Inhabitants are for the moft part Ne- TORI 
groes, ofa — Maute, and well fhap’d. All che clothing they wear a ondi? 2 — 
iece of Corron cloth, of ſeveral colours, which they fo faften about their wafe, 
that one of the ends hangs down to che knee before, and the other to the hamme 
behind, and in che night they cake ic off, and make it ferve for a` Coverlet. They 
lie upon mats, and in regard their huts are made only of che branches of Trees, 
( chofe litcle wooden houfes onely excepted which they make for their Princes) 
they make a fire of all fides of chem, againft che Mill-dew, which ic feems is chere 
very dangeros. Some wear above their Navels a row of Glafs-beads of feveral 
colours, and feveral bracelets of them about their necks, their arms, or above 
the elbow, and about «heir legs, under che garcering place. Boch men and wo- 
men have their eares bored through, and put into them copper rings, fomewhar 
like, buc nor fo large as thofe they wear abouc their writs, and the fmall of the 
leg. Their hairis black, but nor equally curled all overche Country, and they 
gifpofe ic into feveral treffes, but ic grows not much, though tcheygreafe it pefpe- 
tually, anddo ail they can co get long hair. There is little difference between the 
clothing of che'men, and chat of the women, fave that che women wear alfo a kind 
of flee vlefe Long Coat, and that the cloth wherewith they cover thenífelves, is fg, 
large, thart ic hides all their thighs almo down to the knee. In this cloththey 
carry their childrenupon their backs, To as thas — cheir legs under th¢ Mo- 
ther”s armes, they {eem to be in a manner faftned r, and yet as fhe carries: 
them, a man woule chink.cheyHhorld fall backw and break cheir back-bones.

_ Some young women made no — come into our Tent; may, one of 
them made-nor any co take one of my fhircs from the Prefident, who inrreated 
her co wear ic for my fake. She accordingly wore ie cwo dayes, buc afterwards tore 
ic to pieces, co be uled abour other things. . 

The men are courageous, and well skill’din the ufe of their. Lances, Darts, 
and Pikes, which they carry along with chem where ever they go. When they are 
at work, their Arms lie not far from them, and they are accuftomedco chem from 
che eighth or ninth year of their age. , 

_ Some perfons of quality have- — of 25: or-jo. of t heſe — Pikes car- 
ried after them. They ufe alfo Bowes and Arrowes, and their Bowes are ac leaft 
five or fix foor long, she Aring heimo ver; iooi, y di ave ——— of fhoor- 
ing wich a miraculous (wifcnefs and firength. Wien they caf their Pikes or Jave- 
lings, they make feveral-postures, ‘and are fo expert at this exercife, that ac che 
diftamce of forty paces they will not.mifs a bird. 

The Inhabitants of AZadagafcar axe divided into feveral Tribes, which confit 
of Cantons of a 109. 200. and 300.perfons, and live likes. 7srtars, under a chief, 
whom they call 7febsch, that is, King, or Lord. There were two of thefe Prin- 
ces lived in a wood neer our Tent, where they bad built them huecs under Date- 
crees. When cheir cattle multiplies fe as that the grafsfalls fhort, they engage 
in a kind of war among them{elves, and indeayour co get what they can from their 
nei s. King (Maffaer, whom we named before, cold us, that he had joyn’d 
with ewo other Kings, named Machicore, Schich Taxgo, and e4ndiam palola, 
with whom he made account to get together a body of 500. men, and to fet upon 
fome of their neighbours, who had better paftures them theirs. Thefe Princes 
have an abfolute power over their Subjeéts, and feverely punifh che crimes com- 
mitted within their jurisdi€tions, efpecially fuch as tend tothe difturbance of the 
publick peace: but this {dignity is not fo continued inthe fame family, but thac 
upon the Prince’s death, the Rrongeft is advanced ro this pretended Crown. 

It were a hard matter to fay what Religion they are ef, fave thar as I have been 
informed, they believe there is one God, who hath inade Fleaven and Earths; and 
will one day puniſh bad a&tions, and reward the good. i faw one among them, 
who was certainly their Prieft, getting up a tree, and fpeaking to the people, fpr 
above halfan houre: but not one Of us underftaading thier Language » I know 
mot what difcourfe he made co them, nor yet whac difference there is between 
cheir Prieſts andthe others $ fave that I°obfery*d,chey carried ac the end of a cane 
a piece of a Cowes-tail, and that onc among them fuffered the nails of the cwo 
fore-fingers of his righe hand to grow rto thelength of Eagles claws. Every 
Canton hath its Pfielt, who would alfo be accounted Sorcerers, rand have ic 
théught chey can binde the Devilf, and force him to do what they pleafe. 

The Portugues of che Iland of (Mfozambigue, which is but half a League froma 
the Continent of Africk, drive a confiderable trade here im Aloes, Dragons- 

blood, Ebony and other Drugs. For the Captain, who unger‘tbe King of Por- 
‘rugud hath che command of this little Iland, which is buet halfa League in coms, 
pais, and who, in che chree years,of his Government, gets a hundred and fifty 
thoutand pounds fterling, is not ohne ee the Neighbour-hood of Made- 
gajsar, though che greateft part ofhis we 
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hath its Factor, and where che Portuguez have built a Forc. 1S 329 

Hieronymus ~Ofvurins, in, his Hattory of che Life and attions of Eyzanuel King When diena 
of Portugal, affi-Ats chac when che “‘Portuguex difcovered thedilind of Madagal: red hy the 
cer, in ehs year 1506. tusre came aboard their fhip as many Negroesfas “roar Portusses: 
could ` wel' carry. They were kindly receiwd; and had feveral little Prefeww 3 
made trhem; buc they ill requited chat civiliry, for afloop aschey were gort intô 
their own boar, they thorto many Arrowsac che Portugwez,thac they were fore’d 
ro anfwer chemwith Cannon and Musker-fhor. Tne tame year another Porty - 

aez Ciptain, named Rodrigo Pereir.z, being cait by a tempeſt upon che Exftern 
Coalt of this Iflind, he ent word roche SAnhabicants, by an eAfrican Moore, 
who underftood ſomwhat of cheir Language, chat the defign of his coming thither, 
was to enter Into an alliance wich them, andcotectle anadvantagious Commerce 
for hoth. The lilznders feem’d to approve of this Propofal, and cold the ~Moore 
chey would carry bim tò their King, thar he might conclude wich bim the Treaty 
defired by the Portugues , but being got off a lictle from the others, they fell up- 
on him, and had kil.*d him, Rad they noe difcharg’d fome Muskvis at them, 
whereby fome fell, and che reit were fordd to lec go the Moore. . The Portuguex. 
Captain having gort him- agein,.-landed-ar anerker place, whete hz furprized the 
Inhabitants, and cook their King prifomer = but treated him fo well, chat he 
proffer*d to brieg chom © 2 placen. where chey fhould find a gucd Haven for their 
fhip. He brought the Porruguex Caprdéin to a Bay, at the entrance whezecfs 
there was a very populous Iland, whereac the -Inhabicamts were frighrned, and 
fled into the grear liland,forfaking wives and children,may even cheir Kine: fo that 
it proved no hard matter for the Portuguezta poficfs themfelves of che Ifland ; 
whence they fent tome {Inhabitants, Inviting chem co return, and to permit their 
plancing among them, fimce they defired only their friendfhips. They returned, 
aud prefented the Captain with 50. Oxen, jand 20. Goats ; buc, to be rid of their 
Guetts,they reprcfented to trhem, that there were greater advantages tobe made 
in the Port of Matatana, inafmuchas chere they would find —— and feyeral 

' Drugs tor.uck fore The Captain would have gone chicher, but che current of che 
Sea having fore’d one of his {hips upon the Coaft, he retired with che other to the 
Iland of ALozambigue. The fame Tempeft which had caft that Captain upon the 
Eaftern Coah of the Iflaiad, forced anocher fhip of the fame fleet into che Port 
of Matatana, whither there prefently came one of the boats of the Country, into 
which he fent the Mafter of his Vefiel, who by che tnany Voyages he had made 
upon the Coatts of Africk, had learnt che Language of the Country. The Negroes 
having him in their boat, made all che halte they could afhore, which obliged the 
“Portugues. to put out their thallop, withfourfcore men in it co overrake them 3 
but che Vegroes were too quick for them, amd carriedawaythe mam, The fhal- 
lop coming neer Land, the Portugue= faw their Mafter, who told them he had 
heen brought co their Bing, and civilly received by him, and that he was defirous 
to fpeak wich rhe Captain, and enter into friendfhip with him. . The Captain 
made no difficulty to go afhore, wherethe King received him kindly, and treated 
him magnificently, according coche cutome of che Country : but thinking co 
return in che Evening, there rofe fo grear a tempeft, that ic was impofiible for him 
toget aboard.

Having pafied over che Winteg.on the other fide of the e£qguinoclia/ Line, we 

gan co fer things in order for che profecution of our Voyage, and bought the 
19. OF Auguft, of King Maſſar, and the cwo other neighbouring Princes, 7/chich 
Tanga, and 4am Palola, twenty five tat Oxen morc, and abouta hundred 
Sheep and Goats, befides the hundred and fifty Oxen we had bought during our 
aboad in the Ifland, all which we put aboard che 20. that we might noc want trefh 
meat during our Voyage. Thefame day we embarked our baggage, and the 
next day we got out of rhe Bay of Saint Anguſtine, and lefi the Ifland of Mada- 
ga(car, with a Souch-weft wind, which continuing ali me night following, we 
ibon vor out of ight of the Ifland. . 

The 22. The AZanfon, which we could nor yet have hoped for, came unex- 
peétedly upon us, and advanced our progrefsS very much, taking our courfe ro 
Wef-fouth-weft. .

deftroyed, From this ‘imcericy, there ariies an advantage mot known elfewhere; 
which is, that Law-fuice and differences are decided ina few houres, upon the 
pyre affirmation of the pa:ries. No crime fo heynous, but aman may redeeme 
his life wich mony, unlets he be fo loft co goodnef{s, as to fall feveral times into 
tha fame offence. | 

They go naked, and cover only .hofe parts whichare moc with decency tn be 
named ; and they do it with Ape-skins,or pieces of cloth af divers colours, w'tich 
they make ofcheir Dateetrees. The ornament they moft affe&, is to make their 
bodies fhine by frequent rubbing then with Qy*zor Fat. Perfons of qualicy wear 
bracelers of gold about their arms and legs, andry up their hair and beards with 
{mall chains of che tame moercal. | 

In their wars, they obferve neither order nor difapline, and the infrumenrce 
they make ufe of are fitter rather to excite laughter, then animate them ro fighr- 
ing. Their defenfive Atmes are made of Lions, ee or Leopards skins, and 
the offenfive are Darts, and ibort Lances: Their Aidalgos, when they go tothe 
Warres, are attended by two Pages, whereof once carries the buckler, and the 
other a little Rool, on which rhe Matter refts him(elf, when any halt is made. 

They regulate the number of their wives acccrding to their revenue ; and they 
contract marriages wizhour ny Ceremonies, giving the Bride’s father onely cen 
Rfals for his wine, which they are fuch lovers of, that many times they take of it, 
cill they bave loft cheir fenfes and underitanding.

As to Cabo Verde, which Ptolomey calls Promontorium ed rfinarisns, and puts at 
ten degrees, forty minutes, on this fide the Line, we affirm ic for certain, that it is 
at Fourteen degrees, rwenty minutes, and lies between the Rivers of Z anaga, and 
Gambra; or Gambca, which Prolemey feems to call Dørago and Stachirss. It 
is called alfo <Promon-orium Hefperinm, from its being fo much towards the 
Weft, andlying over again(t the Iflands, which the Ancients called Hefgerides z 
and it is called Cabo erde, from the crees and verdure, for whichit is remarkable:

rence. He fent thither oné named edro Barba, who. became Matter of them, 
to his ufe, and fold them afterwards ome named Peraza, who gave them upon 
a contract of marriage, to his Sonin w,ramed Herrera. This lait ↄſſumed he 
quality óf King of the Caxzaries 5 but not able co conquer the two greater Iflands, 
he fold.foure of th:m to Ferdinand, King of Aragon, furnamedche Catholick „yand 
reietved in himfelfoniv che land of Gomeri, with che quamry of Cost: Kin 
Ferdinand, who was che moft 'fortunate of any Princein his time, fent a Fleer 
thither, aiid conqutted alfo the two grearer Iflands, for the Crown of Caftile, 
whereto they have belonged ever fince. l 

The great Canary hath above nine choufand Inhabirents; and among others 
a Bifhop, the Ingpifictioge and the Courced, which govenns all che other Iflands. 
From rhe excellence of its wine, vrhich is much beyond hac of Spain, a man 
may judge of the fruitfulmefs ot rhe Country, whicin produces, Whear, Barley, 
Honey, Wax, Sugar-Canes, Cheefe and oad, in great abundance, and breeds 
fuch plenty Of Carcle, chat che leather fold there is nor one of the leat Commo 
dities tHe Inhabicancs trade in, not only with chofe of Sevil, and feveral othe- 
Cities of Spain, bur alſo with the Eaghfh, Datch, Hamburgers, and otber Na- 
tions of Exrope, e{pectally phe Spaniards, who bound for the #2ff-Indiess take 
the molt gf their refrefhments at this place. i 

La he Ifl of Tenerife there is a Mountain, calléd EZ pico de Terraira. Iv 
is certainly the higheft Mountain in che world, fince that a man cannot get it up 
in lefs then three dayes, and that muft be too either in Fa/y or efugu/?, inafmuch 
as aliche year befides, ic is covered with fnow,. though’ there never falil any in 
chofe If{lands. Icis fo high, chat ic may be feen at the diftance Of fixcy Leagues, 
and from che top of it, a man may difcover, and eafily count all the ocher

_ The Iflandof Fierrois alfo one of the. molt confiderable of altl che Cava- 
ries, and I conceive that name to be givén ic upon this account, chacics foil, nor 
affording fo much as a drop. of frefh-water, feems to be of Irom, And indzed 
there is in this Ifland, neither River, nor Rivuler, nor Well; nor Spring, 
fave that cowards she Seafide, there are fome walls, buc chey lie ac fuch a di- 
ftance from the City, that che Inhabitants can make no ufe thereof. But che 
great Preferver, and Suftainer of all; ‘remedies this inconveniénice by a way fo 
excraordinaty, that a man will be forcéd'rd fic down and acknowledge, chat he 
= in this; an undeniable Demonftration of his goodnefs andinfinite Pro- 
widence. 2 

For, inthe middeft of che Mand, thetecisa Tree, whichis the only one in ics 
kind, in as much. as it hath no refemblance to thofe mentioned by us in this Re- 
lation, nor to any other known to.us in Exrope.

land thereat ; cercain it is, that as yet, We fubfifts only in the opinion wheré- 
Wich mok Sea-men are prepoffefied, that, cemainly there is an Iffand in chofe 
parts.

Our fhip was not above a Musker fhor fromthe Admiral’s, but we were ro 
fooner got into our boat, ete there rofe fucha tempeft as not only hindred us from 
getting aboard, but forced us co Sea, the waves fo filling ovr liccle Vefiel, chac 
we were forced co caſt Dut the water wich our hatse 3 

In the precedent parp,of this Relation, the Reader may have obferved, that we 
had been in many great dangers ere we gor tothe Coafts of England ; but cers 
Lain ic is. that we were chen in was far greater them any we had efcaped ; fance 
we weit iv all probability to perith in fight of our dear Counrry, and to be wrackc 
in the Porr, whereto we were already arriv’d.. We were above four hoursin 
whet excreraicies, and at lait we difcovered a licele Veffel, which had loft all ics 
Anchors but the laftt,which was not fo fafined, but thar che wind ferc’d ic towards 
tic Sea. We wercin water upto che wafte, but chac hindred us not from fec- 
tiny; Our felvesto the oares, {o thar with much ado we got tó the faid Veffel. Af 
foon 3s we were got into it, We found thatit was as unlafe to be there, ds tocon- 
tine in our OWn;in regard the Anchor being not able co {tay itjwe were in danger 
of being caft om a cercatr: bank, which is one of the moft dangerous of any about 
chat Coatt. And indeed, we fhould hardly haye recovered our felves out of 
thar fear, had we been in a condition to reflect on the danger we were in: buc 
the coid we had endured, che goed chear we had made, the fale wacet we had 
{wwal'owed downin our boar, and the violent amd extraordinary motion of chac 
liccle Vetlel, pur us fo out of order, chat:we were becter chen half dead, when 
we were brought che next day to our fhip, where we were received as perfons ri- 
fer: from the dead, inafmuch as all who had feen our boar carried away bythe 
violence of the winds, had given us over for irrecoverably loft; may, fo far did 
they defpair of ever feeing us again, that they had already bewailed our death. 

De.zmber 24. Thete role fo dreadful arempeft, chat in che fame Road, which 
is accouared one of the fafelt and beit in the world, 2.4. fhips were fore’d co cut 
off their Malis.

Ie hapned fortunately to 
him, tobe fogreac a calm, that the fhip lay as it were.-wmmovable, within a 
League anda half of the Iflənd : but his companions feeing fo firamge a kind 
of boat floating on the water, imagined they faw Spe cre, and were noe 
2 little ftarcled ac che refolution of che man, whodurit hazard himfelf u pon chac 
E:ement, in three boards flightly maild together, which a mall wave mighr have 
everturned, though he had no confidence to be received:by thofe, evid had “o 
lately fentenc’dehimtrodeath.

them an example, which condemned the fortunate temerity of chat man, whom 
fear cauied to do whar the oft refolure courage would nevet have attcempred. 

‘An example of Inthe year 1616. a Flemming named Picman, well known in Exgland and 
pi reada (olf. Holland, for che Art h:n aon getting out of the Sea the great Guns ot chat Spa- 
tude. nif Fleet, which vas forc? upon the Ceafts of Jre/axd and Scotland, in the year 
153. coming from Drosthem in Norway, with a Veflel ioaden with hoards, 
was overtaken by a calm, dur'ng which, the current of che*Sea carried him upon 
a Kock or litcle Ifland, towards the extremities of Scotland, where he was in 
forte danger tabe calt away. To avoid a wrack, he commanded fome Of his men 
tc goinco the fhillop, and co tow off che fhip. Thefe having done fo, would

They 
found nothing at all in che Ifland, nor grafle, nor tree, mor oughe whence a mar 
could derive any fubfiftance, nor ay fhelcer, bur the ruines ofa ‘boar, wherewich 
he had made a kind ofiur under waich he might lye down,and fhelcer him{elf fom 
che rain and injuries.of che River. 

The Sun was fecr ere they got to the fhip, and immediately, chere rofe a winde 
which forc’d chem off from the Iiland ; whence they imagined chat what they hå 
brought wich chem_was nor a man, fince he had nor the Figure of one 3 where- 
upon they would rreeds Kno: of him wht he was, and how he came cochac un- 
14. Dicable place. He made antwe;s he was ea Hae liyh-mea, and chat about a year 
bstore, being co paff: in the ordinary pafflage boat from Englanda to Dablin in 
Ireland, they were taken by a French Pirace, who being forced by the cempeit 
which immediatly rofe,colet go the pafflage boat, lefe ubto che mercy of che 
waves, which carried'us between /reland and Scot/and into rhe main Seay expeSt~ 
ing ro be caft away every minute,as at laft we were. For the bark being fplit again

Of Come Of the boards of our boat, we made the hut you faw,and we rook fome 
Sea-mews, which we fec a drying in che wind and Sun, and fo eat them raw. We 
found alio, in the crevices of the rock, upon che Sea-fide, fome Eggs, and thus 
had we wherewichal co (bfi, asmuchas ferved to keep us from. ftarving ; but 
whac we thought moft infupporcable, was chirft, in regard the place affording no 
frefh water, but what feil from che sky and was. left in certain pits, which Time 
had made in the Rock, we could mot have of ic arall feafons, by reafon the rock 
Being {mal!,and lying lows che waves came over the IfJand, and fill’d che pic, 
wich falt-wacer. We lived in that condicion ix weeks, comforting one another, 
and finding fome eafe in our common misfortune, till chat being left alone, it be- 
ganto grow infupportable to me. For one day awaking in the morning, and 
miffing my comrade, I fell imco fuch a difpair; thart I had fome thoughts of calling 
my felf down headlong, and fo purcing a final period coche affliction, whereof I 
had endured but the one half, while I hada friend divided ic with me. I know 
moc whac became of him, whether difpair forc’d him to chat extremity; or whe- 
cher, getting up im the nighr, noc fully awake, he fell into che Sea: but Iam of 
opinion, he fell inshroygh carelefnefs, as he looked foreggs in che crevices of 
of the rock, which as you faw was very fteepyon that fide; Imafmuch as having 
obferved no diftraGtion in him, I cannot imagine, he fhould of a fudden, fail into 
rhat dipair, againtt which he had fortified himfelf by continual,and earheft pray- 
ers. I loft, with my comrade, the knife wherewith we killed the Sea-dogs, and 
the Mews, upon which we lived ; ſo that not able to kill amy more, I was re- 
duced td this extremity, to get our of one of the boards of my hut a great nail, 
which I made a fhift fo to fharpen upon the rock, cbar ic {ervd me for £ kyife. 
Zhe fame necefity pat me upon another iavsatior; which kepe me che lalt — 
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3 é} o. during which I'€nduhY che greateft misery imaginable. For finding the Roc! 
and mey Hur io covered with Snow, that ic was impofible for me to pet any thing 
4Qroad, I pucont a little flick ac the crevice of my Hur; and baiting it with < 
tiscle Sa dogs fat · by chat means got tome Sea-mews, which I rook wigt 
R Hi my hand from under the Snow, and {oI made a fhift to keep my feif from 
ving. 
I lived in this conditi®n and folitude wie eleven moneths, and was refolved 
toend my dayes in it,when God fent you Nicher co deliver me owt of the greare(t 
mifery that ever man was in. 
The Sea-man having ended his difcourfe, fhe Maker of the {hip treated him fo 
well, chat within a few dayes he was quite another creature. He fet him 
afhore at Derry in ireland,and faw him afcerwards a: Daé/in,where fuch as had heard 
what hapned to hing,gave him wherewichall to return into- England. 
Thus the Lord Mayor made us acknowledge, that in all we had fuffered, there 
was nothing exrraoiainary, and that long Voyages are never. without great dan. 
gers and inconveniencese He urged ic to us, chat as fhips are new builr, and 
conndering the knowledge men have of the courfe taken fop the ¢xdies, there is 
no more danger in thofe long Voyages, chen in fuch’as_are made in the fight of 
Lan:i, which Seasmen fear molt. si 
To this purpo he related a tarn, wheeeis wz could no lefs admire the ftrange 
Reiolutions of wo men, then the goodnefs of God in their deiivcrance beyond 
al! expectation. : 
A firange ree Four Chriftian flaves being in che fhip of an 4/gier-pirate,refolved to make their 
folution of two efcape ina boar, which one of them, who was a Carpenter, imderrook to build. 
Shsves. The Cacpenter fer himfelf on work about making of wanden Pins, and other 

pieces necefliry for the faltning of the boards, whereof che boat was to confit. 

The Txrkifhb Captain asked him one day what he did, and was fatisħed with 
the Anfwer the other made him, that it was Only co avoid being idle, and to havs 
things in rerdincfie to mend the long boat, when need were. Having appoint- 
eda time fo; the execution of their defigm, they cook off five boarde from the 
room, where rhe provifion was kept, whereof they ufed two for che botrome, 
two others for the fid@s, and che fifth for che prow and the poop, and§fo made up 
fomewhac chat twas more li,e,a'troughthen a ‘boat. Their quilt ferved them for 
cowe, and having pitcht the boat well, they fet ie into che water : but when theg 

would have got into it, they found thar two men loaded it fo » that being 
in danger ‘of finking, two of che four defiltted from an enterprife, whereia 
they thought to meer wich more danger,then in {taying a while longer among the 
Turks; ío that only two, one an Exgisfh man, the orher a Dyutch-man ventured 
themielves in ic. Allcthe cackling they had was only two oars, anda little fail ; 
all che provifions, a little bread and frefh water ; and fo they put ro Sea with- 
out either Compaſs or Aftrolabe ; infomuch chat being the firk day overtaken by 
cempeit, which at every wave fili’d their boar, they were forc’c to go as the 
wind drove them, without keeping any courfe. They were continually im ploy’d 
in cafting out che water ; the Sea had fpoyled their bread ; and they were almoft 
quite fpemt, inafmuch as they could not cake any reft, when they were caf upon 
the coafts of Barbary. Therecthey found a little wood, wherewith they ſome- 
what enlarg’d their boat ; but they narrowly *efcap’d being tak:n and kili*d by the 
Moors, and had much adoeto get toSea again, Whar troubled them moit, was 
rhiits but they made fome fhift for chat, with che blood of ſome Tortoifès they. 
crook, and at lait, after ten dayes floating up and ‘down, they afriv’d upon the 
coatt of Spain, ac the Cape of St. AZartin, between eAlicante and Valentia. 
Thofe of the Country feeing them ata diftance, fenta boat to meet them, car- 
rized chem bread and wine, created them very civilly, and found them paflage 
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l The fixtk df January, being Twelfih-day,the King of England couched manye 1 G6 4° 
taat were troubled-wich-me &v:/.

the Bakick-Sea, and Afufcov7 it felf. Ic is in ‘a manner impoffible'co number the 
fhips it fends away every year to Archangel Renel, Riga, Koningsberg, Daxtzich, 
tothe Goatts of Pomerania, and into Norway, where they put.off. their Spiegs, 
ad filk and woollen ttuffes ; for Wheat, Timber, Picch, Ashes, Wax, Furs ad 
other things they flandin need of, either for the building of cheir Mips and hou- 
fes, or the earrying on of their Trade in the other parts ofthe world. Thefe 
Fleets go away commonly twice dr thtice a year ; buc chere-go fome every day: 
‘Wetl-ward, and every houre, for theorher Cities of Holland, and the neigh- 
houring Provinces; yet doesnot au this hinder bur thar its porc and channels 
are fo covered with boats and fhips, chacic may be queſtioned, whether the vwa- 
cer bz nor there as much inhabited as the Land, and ——— be more peo- 
plein the houfes or che fhips. There is fuch abundance of Whear, Wine,Hemp, 
lax, Wood and Spices, as Hall other Provinz:s of the world were emptied of 
their wealth, to make Amfferdama pubjick Treafury of all they produce =. fo thar 
ic may be (aid, irisinchis Cicy properly, that a man may {ee chofe Miracles, 
which the famous Scaliger actributes ro all Holland. 

Though aman fhould confider only che Houle belonging. ro the Eaff-India 
Company,: he would Se ¢ciced ro onfels. chat very Trade were enough eo in- 
trichaliitsInhab.iznes. I had feen fome fhipsicaden at Særar,. burc. when I faw 
the Stro-e-houfes, and Magazines , reaching ät a greet diflancs, fromthe 
Eaft-Indse-hesfe, full of Spices, Silks,» Scuffes, Purcelane; and whac ever Chi- 
na jand the dncdies afford that is moft rare, I thought Ceylon bad fent thither 
ali ics Cinnamon ; the Molaccas all cheir Cloves ; the Jflands of Sumatra and 
java, all their Spices, China all its rich ftuffes ; Japan its excellent workes of 
ieveral kinds, 2d che reilt of che Zndies its Pepper and Silk. Nay ic may be faid 
this4—npac~ is 2 kind of particiuar Common-wealth in thar little world; fince 
ics Magiltraces. Officers, Armies, Fleecs,-Genera's, Governours of Provinces 
andCicigs, and its ſubjects, feem ro have no other dependance on this City, chen 
a particular Srate hath on the Univerfe. 

Ir is fince the year 1595. that the Dutch have made Voyages into the Indies, 
upcn the inftigacion of a Merchant named Cornelin sadd ontsa, who living ac 
Lisbon, informed himfelf, from the Portugmex, ofall ‘the particulars of chofe 
Yoyages, and prevailed fo far with fome Merchants of Amfterdars, chat in the 
year 1595. they fent our four fhips, which they fent along che Coats of Africk, 
aad‘the (ape of good Hope into the Indies ; inafmuch as rhe defign, which fome 
ethers had to find out a fafflage Northward, had noc proved effeétua'. About 
two years and four moneths after chefe fhips returned to Amsfferdam ; and though 
the profits of this firt Voyage anfwered not the expectations of the perfons con- 
cerned, yet were they fuch as ingaged feveral other Merchants in the fame de- 
fign ; fochacinthe year 1598. chey fence thither a fecond Fleet, confifting of 
eight grear flips. They would nor ftay the return of this Fleer, but in che 
yeare 1 599. fer forth another, and much about the fame time fome o- 
ther Merchants mad@ up a new Company, and fet out a patcicu'ar Fleer , 
‘infomuch ttac to prevent the deſtruction of Trade likely to be occafioned by ma- 
ny different intercfts , the Staces ofthe United Provinces, im the year 1602 
“brought the perfons concern’d toan agreement among themfelves, and reduced 
them int® one common Company,under their Authority, and the direct ion of the 
Prince of Orange, as Admiral of thofe Provinces. 

By this Agreement, thus authoriſed bya Grant of the States for one and twen- 
ty yeas, there wasa regulation made, according to which the overfighr ofall 
thart crade vas put incd che hands of the chiefeR perfons concernid therein, divi- 
ded ira 9 fix Chambers ør Courts, which were fetled, at -Arsperdars + Middiebo- 
euch tor Zealand, at Delfaad Resterdans for che Menfe,andac Herm and Enck- 
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tr 640 e the Att-contiled'of twenty directors ; chac o Middleborong of twelve, 
~~ and che four othess of feven a piece, fo thac im all charges, that of Amfterdam 
be ‘eth: onghalf, that of Zealzød a quarter pare ; thofe of Mesfe and Weft- 
Freer A cach a half-quarcer. Ic was alfo ordered, that co Gen-:ral Afflembliés 
cow Of Ain fFerdam Thould fend eig hr Deputies, that of Zealand four, and thofe 
orthe Adeufe and Weft-frieflaxd, each Of tham two, witha fupernumerary for 2 
calling voice, which was cto be appointed by ghe Chambers of Zealand the Afenf{e, 

and 4ef?-friefland alternately. 

The tiock of this Company amounted to fix Millions fix hundred Fresch Li- 
vers, which was laid out in che ferting forthfof feveral Fleets, andthe firit Voy- 
eges proved fo forcunare, rhacic was found in the year 1613. that che mony of 
the perfons concera’d had gain’d cwo hundred and fixty upon the hundred. Buc 
the profits were much greaterthe year following, as may be feen by the Divi- 
dents which hav= been made from time to time. . 

In the Houfe belonging to the fame Company; I faw alfo all che Drugs, 2ll che 
Fruits, and all the living creatures whicb I had feen before in che sudies, 

Ic were impoffible to imagine any tling more delightfu', or more regularly 
difpoted them the Streets, Water-chanhels,and Houies of ois City. All the 
R vulets are bordeted wirh T-ime-rrees. and rhe Quays? oav°™J, ac che extremities 
with Brick, and in the middeſt with Flint. The houfes, eipccially thoſe of che 
new City, are fo many Palaces ; fo neat without, that painting couid adde no- 
ching thereto, and fo well furnifh’d within, thatthere are fome, wherzof only — 
che pictures were enoughroenrich a man. But what mof {peaks che cof im- 

loy’d about chem is leatt feen - For all the Houfes being huilt on piles, ic muft 
Ee con(-fled, the foundations are no leis precious thenthe ref of che ftru&ture, 
and chac there is noc fo noble a Forett in the world as that which the City of Ams- 
fterdam hath under ics houfes.
